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COURSE  OVERVIEW

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MODULE  OVERVIEW 


Imagine  you  are  on  a student  exchange  to  a school  in  Quebec.  What  are  the  types  of  things  you 
would  have  to  be  able  to  communicate  so  you  could  function,  and  feel  comfortable,  in  that  French 
setting?  You  would  need  to  know  how  to  sort  out  your  timetable  and  to  ask  your  way  to  particular 
courses  in  certain  classrooms.  You  would  also  need  to  know  how  to  introduce  yourself  and 
understand  as  others  are  being  introduced  to  you.  Asking  permission,  such  as  to  leave  the  room, 
would  also  come  in  handy.  Module  2 will  help  you  develop  those  language  skills  and  concepts,  as 
well  as  giving  you  more  vocabulary  and  phrases  so  you  can  describe  your  school  and  home  to  your 
new-found  friends  and  you  can  understand  as  they  in  turn  describe  Quebec’s  school  system. 

Imagining  you  are  on  a student  exchange  to  Quebec  is  not  really  so  farfetched.  Did  you  know  that 
there  is  a bustling  exchange  program  between  Quebec  and  Alberta?  If  you  are  interested,  you  should 
call  your  Government  of  Alberta  operator  at  310-0000  and  ask  for  the  National  and  International 
Education  Branch  of  Alberta  Education.  They  operate  three-month  exchanges  that  cost  the 
participants  very  little.  The  odds  are  pretty  good  at  being  selected,  too:  at  this  point,  about  one  in 
three  apphcants  are  selected.  Can  you  imagine?  It  would  really  let  you  put  to  good  use  the  skills  you 
are  learning  in  this  course.

France  has  a national  school  system  with  just  one  department  of  education  for  the 
whole  country.  Here  in  Canada,  each  province  has  its  own  educational  system.  How 
does  Alberta’s  school  system  differ  from  Quebec’s?  You  will  find  the  answer  in 
Section  1.  You  will  also  practise  asking  where  people  and  things  are,  and  using 
numbers  over  100.  You  will  use  another  way  of  showing  possession,  and  introduce 
people  to  each  other,  both  formally  and  informally.  These  are  all  things  you  would 
need  to  know  to  function  during  your  first  few  days  in  a new  French  school. 
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Activity  1 : Des  questions 

At  the  end  of  Module  1,  Section  2,  you  used  the  expression  qui  est.  You  will  begin  this  module  with 
similar  expressions:  où  est  and  où  sont.

The 
principal  walks  by  and  says,  « Où  sont  Claudine  et  Suzanne?  » What  would  you  answer? 

Doug  has  just  returned  a book  to  the  library.  His  friend  Kim  meets  him  in  the  hall  and  says,  « Où  est 
le  livre?  » What  would  you  answer? 

You  promised  to  bring  pictures.  You  forgot  them  at  home.  Your  friend  says,  « Où  sont  les  photos?  » 
What  is  your  answer? 

In  the  preceding  sentences,  someone  is  asking  about  the  whereabouts  of  people  or  things.  To  ask 
“where”  you  use  the  word  où.  Here  are  the  answers  to  the  previous  questions. 

Serge  est  dans  le  couloir. 

Claudine  et  Suzanne  sont  derrière  le  bureau  (ou  devant  la  classe). 
Le  livre  est  à la  bibliothèque. 

Les  photos  sont  à la  maison.

Numbers  in  the  Hundreds 

In  Module  1,  you  reviewed  the  numbers  up  to  100.  Go  back  to  that  page  now  and  make  sure  you 
understand  the  number  system  before  proceeding. 

The  word  for  100  is  cent;  200  is  deux  cents.  Notice  the  addition  of  s at  the  end  of  cent  when  it 
expresses  more  than  one  hundred.  Three  hundred  would  be  trois  cents,  4(X)  is  quatre  cents,  and 
so  on.  However,  if  the  hundred  is  followed  by  another  number,  cent  does  not  take  an  5.  For 
example,  201  is  deux  cent  un.  Notice  that  there  is  no  5 on  cent  in  this  case.  Four  hundred  twenty 
is  quatre  cent  vingt;  656  is  six  cent  cinquante-six.  Only  round  hundreds  figures  take  an  s.

At  varying  intervals  throughout  this  course  you  will  come  across  material  under  the  heading, 
Diversity/Diversité.  It  deals  with  interesting  cultural  facts  concerning  French  Canadians. 

A Comparison  of  School  Systems 

Turn  to  page  218  in  your  text.  Look  at  the  diagram  of  the  school  system  in  Quebec.  As  you  can  see, 
it  has  many  roads  to  the  same  end:  the  work  world  or,  as  it  is  called  in  the  diagram,  le  marché  du 
travail. 

The  system  contains  these  steps: 

1.  kindergarten  (/a  1 year 

2.  pnmdiy  sc\\oo\  {V école  primaire)  6 years 

3.  \\\^  school  {V école  secondaire)  4,  5,  or  6 years 

If  you  take  the  five-year  course  in  high  school,  you  graduate  after  grade  1 1 {secondaire  cinq)  and  go 
on  to  higher  studies.  If  you  take  the  four-year  course,  you  graduate  after  grade  10  (secondaire  quatre) 
and  go  to  work.  You  may  also  graduate  after  grade  12  (secondaire  six)  and  go  to  the  work  world  with 
better  qualifications  than  would  a grade  10  graduate. 

4.  College  (le  CÉGEP)  2 or  3 years 

CÉGEP  stands  for  Collège  d'enseignement  général  et  professionnel.  As  the  name  indicates,  there  are 
two  streams:  a general  education  stream,  and  a professional  stream.  If  you  take  the  two-year  general 
stream,  you  are  qualified  to  go  on  to  university.  If  you  graduate  after  the  three-year  professional 
stream,  you  go  to  the  work  world  with  the  best  qualifications  short  of  university  degrees. 
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5.  University  {V université)  3,  5,  or  6 years 

You  must  attend  university  at  least  three  years  to  get  a first  degree:  that  would  be  a bachelor’s  degree 
(le  baccalauréat).  Five  years  will  get  you  a master’s  degree  (la  maîtrise),  and  six  years  a Ph.D.,  or 
doctorate  (le  doctorat).  You  may  enter  the  work  world  after  any  of  these  degrees. 

As  you  can  see,  the  system  has  a lot  of  flexibihty,  but  it  can  be  very  fmstrating  if  you  get  into  one 
stream  and  then  want  to  switch  to  another  one. 

A Comparison  of  the  School  Systems  of  Alberta  and  Quebec 


In  Alberta,  the  system  usually  looks  like  this:

In  summary,  you  will  notice  that  the  time  is  identical.  The  main  difference  is  that  CÉGEP  replaces 
grade  12  and  the  first  year  of  university. 
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Does  Alberta  have  post-secondary  programs  (as  Quebec  has  in  CÉGEP)  that  don’t  require  grade  12? 
Yes,  there  are  some  programs  that  have  a minimum  requirement  of  grade  1 1 or  even  grade  10. 
However,  the  applicants  who  are  best  qualified  are  usually  the  ones  accepted  into  the  program,  so  that 
stated  “minimum  requirements”  are  seldom  good  enough,  unless  there  are  other  important 
considerations.  Wherever  you  are,  it  pays  to  do  your  best! 

Activity  2:  Mes  possessions  et  tes  possessions 


Showing  Possession  with  de 

English  often  uses  an  apostrophe  with  an  5 to  show  possession.  For  example: 

This  is  Kim’s  book. 

My  relatives’  cars  are  parked  in  front  of  the  house. 

Sometimes  use  the  word  “of’  is  used  to  express  possession.  For  example: 

The  friend  of  my  father  is  a dentist. 

She  is  the  cousin  of  Laurel  Price. 

French  never  uses  an  apostrophe  with  an  5 to  express  possession.  Instead,  it  uses  the  same 
system  as  the  English  sentences  using  “of,”  although  it  uses  the  equivalent  French  word  de. 
Before  words  beginning  with  a vowel  sound,  de  becomes.  d\  For  example: 

L’ami  de  mon  père  est  dentiste. 

C’est  la  cousine  de  Laurel  Price. 

C’est  la  sac  d’Annie  ou  d’Hélène? 

The  word  de  combines  with  the  determiners  le  and  les  to  form  the  words  du  and  des  respectively. 
For  example: 

les  livres  de  l’élève the  student’s  books 

les  livres  des  élèves the  students’  books 

le  easier  de  la  fille the  girl’s  locker 

le  easier  du  garçon the  boy’s  locker 

l’amie  d’André Andy’s  friend 

English  also  uses  words  like  “my,”  “your,”  and  “his”  to  show  possession.  These  are  called 
possessive  adjectives,  since  they  describe  the  noun  as  belonging  to  someone.  The  next 
conversation  shows  possessive  adjectives  m more  detail. 
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Possessive  Adjectives 

Gather  together  a group  of  objects.  Here  are  some  suggestions:

Sort  the  items  by  gender.  Put  all  the  masculine  objects  in  one  pile  and  all  the  feminine  ones  in 
another  pile.  Pick  up  the  objects  or  point  to  them  and  say,  C’est  un(e).  ..or  Ce  sont  des. ...  By 
doing  this,  you  are  identifying  the  object. 


In  order  to  identify  yourself  as  its  owner,  you  need  to  use  other  words.  These  are  mon  for  a 
masculine  object,  ma  for  a feminine  one,  and  mes  for  plural  objects.  Mon,  ma,  and  mes  are  called 
possessive  adjectives  because  they  relate  to  the  noun  and  show  that  it  belongs  to  someone. 


Now,  go  back  to  your  pile  of  objects  and  pick  up  or  point  to  each  one  and  say,  C’ est  mon/ma. . . 
or  Ce  sont  mes. . ..  Practise  with  a partner  or  by  yourself  until  you  feel  comfortable  with  the  new 
expressions.

Liaison 

When  you  are  listening  to  the  dialogue  for  this  exercise,  pay  special  attention  to  the  pronunciation. 
You  will  notice  how  some  words  are  slurred  together.  This  is  called  liaison.  It  occurs  when  the 
first  word  of  a pair  of  words  ends  in  a normally  silent  consonant  and  the  second  word  begins  with  a 
vowel  sound.  The  two  words  are  pronounced  together,  as  if  they  were  one  word,  and  the  normally 
silent  consonant  is  pronounced.  Liasion  is  often  optional,  but  it  is  required  in  the  following  cases: 

• determiner  + noun/pronoun/adjective  (e.g.,  desjnfants) 

• pronoun  -i-  verb,  or  verb  -f  pronoun  (e.g.,  nousjivons,  ontjls) 

• short  preposition,  adverb,  or  conjuction  + the  following  word  (eg.,  en^Espagne) 

You  don’t  make  a liaison  in  the  case  of  mais  oui  or  after  et.

Conclusion 

Would  you  have  guessed  that  students  graduate  from  high  school  at  the  end  of  grade  1 1 in  Quebec? 
Probably  not.  Were  you  surprised  by  the  fact  that  a bachelor’s  degree  at  university  takes  a year  less  in 
Quebec?  (Of  course,  when  you  add  in  the  two  years  of  CÉGEP  in  between,  the  final  total  is  the 
same.) 

You  probably  feel  more  confident,  now,  in  asking  where  people  and  things  are,  and  in  introducing 
people.  Remember  to  use  the  tu  form  when  talking  to  a family  member  or  a young  person,  and  the 
vous  form  when  talking  to  an  older  person  or  when  talking  to  two  or  more  people.  Teachers  will  use 
tu  when  talking  to  a student,  but  generally  expect  students  to  use  vous  when  talking  to  them. 

However,  preferences  vary.  In  Quebec,  teachers  sometimes  prefer  students  to  use  the  tu  form  when 
talking  to  them.  In  France,  that  would  probably  land  you  in  the  bureau  du  directeur  for  insolence! 
Unwanted  familiarity  is  considered  impolite,  so,  when  in  doubt,  it’s  usually  safest  to  use  vous.

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Exercise  B 

Exercise  B is  entitled  Ton  opinion  (Your  Opinion).  If  someone  asks  your  opinion,  you  usually 
say  whether  you  agree  or  disagree  with  the  statement  being  made,  and  then  you  give  reasons  to 
support  your  answer.  The  French  expressions  for  agreeing  and  disagreeing  are  je  suis  d’accord 
and  je  ne  suis  pas  d’accord. 

This  is  your  chance  to  express  your  opinion,  in  French,  on  a topic  you  have  been  studying  in 
Modules  1 and  2.  There  are  five  statements  related  to  the  reading  selection.  Think  about  each 
statement  in  French  using  vocabulary  you  know.

They  may  have  to  do  with  the  size  of  the  school,  number  of  teachers  and  students, 
confusing  timetables,  and  so  on.  Again,  you  will  find  words  on  page  36  to  describe  your  thoughts.

If  you  were  a little 
apprehensive  of  the  day,  maybe  you  could  draw  two  huge  football  players  hovering  over  a little 
quarterback.  If  you  were  really  excited  about  this  new  stage  in  your  life,  maybe  a picture  of  the 
classroom  of  your  dreams  or  the  frosh  week  dance  would  be  more  appropriate. 

If  you  don’t  like  drawing,  maybe  you  could  make  a collage  of  magazine  pictures  to  express  your 
opinions  and  feelings.  Add  captions  in  French  to  emphasize  your  thoughts.  If  you  prefer  writing, 
maybe  you  could  expand  one  of  the  topics  from  exercise  B into  a radio  or  TV  report  and  record  it 
on  audiocassette  or  videocassette.  If  you  have  access  to  a video  camera,  you  might  decide  to 
make  a report  on  your  school  and  interview  one  or  two  other  students  or  teachers.  Remember,  this 
must  be  done  in  French.  So,  go  ahead  now  and  use  what  you  have  learned  in  this  module  in 
some  practical  way.  Have  fun!

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Conclusion 

Learning  to  recognize  cognates  can  be  a real  help  when  you  are  learning  French,  but  remember  that 
things  are  not  always  as  they  seem.  There  are  some  faux  amis  (false  friends)  that  don’t  mean  the  same 
thing  as  their  English  cognates.  For  example,  un  gentilhomme  is  an  nobleman,  not  a gentleman. 

Isn’t  it  amazing  what  you  can  accomplish  by  using  little  expressions  like  est-ce  que  je  peux  and 
s’il  vous  plaît!  Did  you  enjoy  learning  to  express  your  opinions  in  French?  There  is  much  to  learn 
yet  in  this  area,  but  you  have  made  a good  start.
